Report of the Superintending School Committee

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Tue CommitTee IN COMPLIANCE WITH THEIR DUTY PRE- 

_ SENT THE FOLLOWING REPoRT OF THE CONDITION AND 
_ PROGRESS OF THE COMMON SCHOOLS, FOR THE YEAR END- 
Inc Marcu 14ru, 1854. 


Each school has been visited, when practicable, twice 
during the term—at the commencement and at the close. 
We have endeavored to render these visits profitable by 
pointing out to the teacher such suggestions as was thought 
would best promote the interest of the school, and were 
best adapted. to its wants. 

We have discovered in many of them a degree of pros- 
perity considerably above that of preceding years ; while, 
on the other hand, but one or two among the whole num- 
ber have been unprofitable. 


DISTRICT NO 1. 


The Summer Term was taught by Miss H. J. W. Gove, 
of thistown. The mode of instruction, followed by Miss 
Gove, was thorough and systematic, thereby rendering the 
school pleasant and profitable. 

The class in English Grammar. especially, made great 
improvement. The school was instructed during the Win- 
ter Term, by Mr, Carlton Clement, of this town, and was 
very prosperous. ‘This was his first trial in his vocation ; 
and by a thorough acquaintance with his duties and a faith- 
ful performance of them, he not only rendered the school 
profitable, but won the affection and respect of his scholars. 
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DISTRICT NO Q. 


This school was rendered very profitable during the Sum- 
mer Term by the services of Miss Lydia J. Wilson, of this 
town, as teacher. Thorough instruction was given in all the 
branches pursued; and the order was excellent, such as 
would be desirable in every school. The District was for- 
tunate in securing again the services of Miss H. J. W. Gove 
as teacher for the Winter schook Great attention was di- 
rected to the system of classifying Geography, in which 
branch of study the school excels. Very good improvement 
was also made in Grammar and Arithmetic. Algebra, Natu- 
ral Philosophy, Physiology, Book-Keeping, and drawing were 
pussued to some extent. 


DISTRICT NO 3: 


The Summer Term was taught by Miss Eliza D. Wilson, 
of this town. The progress of the scholars that attended 
regularly, was good, but the same fault appeared in this 
school, asin No. 7, that of irregular attendance. .. Good or- 
der prevailed throughout the school, 

The Winter term was taught by Miss Charlotte Clement; 
of this town. She isa teacher of the, first order in ac- 
quirements and experience, and spared no pains in render- 
ing her instructions pleasant and profitable to her pupils... Ai 
deeisive improvement was manifest in all the branches; es- 
pecially in Geography, in which the scholars were greatly as- 
sisted by the accompaniment of .a complete set of Fowle’s 
Outline Maps, (the property of the teacher) which could be 
introduced with advantage into every school. 


DISTRICT NO 4. 


The Summer Term was taught by Miss Sarah P. Huzzy, 
of Henniker, N. H. There was some improvement made 
in reading ; but there was a lack of energy on the part of 
the teacher, so much so, that we cannot recommend her as 
a faithful or profitable teacher. 

The Winter-Term was commenced by Miss Abigail’ Bart- 
lett, of this town and continued with every prospect of suc- 
cess for nine weeks, when it was abruptly brought to aclose, 
on account of sickness among the scholars.

Miss Bartlett is a teacher of excellent attainments, and 
had not circumstances prevented, would, no doubt, have 
finished the school successfully. It was not visited at the 
time of its close.

DISTRICT NO 5. 


The Summer term, under the charge of Miss Mary E. 
Muzzy, of this town, was very prosperous. The preval- 
ence of good order contributed much to the advancement 
of the school, while the method of instruction pursued, 
was generally thorough and systematic. The Winter schoo! 
was again under the charge of ‘Mr. Thomas B. Richardson, 
of this town. We were compelled to make our last visit 
under circumstances rather unfavorable for judging of the 
proficiency made by the scholars, many of them being ab- 
sent at the time, which was two weeks before the close. 
Mr. Richardson, however, isa faithful and energetic teach- 
er; and we think the school has profited by his instruc- 
ti on. 


— 


DISTRICT NO 6. 


The Summer Term was taught by Miss Annie W. Jame- 
son, from Antrim, N. H. This was Miss Jameson’s first 
experience in teaching; but there was good improvement 
made in nearly all the studies. The order was very good ; 
and we think alittle more experience will make her a very 
good teacher. ‘The Winter School, under the care of Mr. 
Garvin Simons, of this town, was very profitable, although 
short.. Mr. Simons has a faculty of gaining the esteem 
and respect of his scholars, by which means he made the 
government easy for himself and agreeable to his scholars. 
Such a teacher will always succeed, and he possesses, at 
the same time, adouble power for imparting instruction. 


DISTRICT NO 7. 


This school,. in the Summer, was under. the charge of 
Clara A. Manahan. of Lowell, Mass. It was her first 
school, and we regret that we cannot speak more favorably 
of the advancement ; but no teacher can have great success, 
where the scholars are absent half of the time. It is too 
much the practice, in this district, for parents to detain

their children at home, preventing them from attending on- 
ly in dull weather. The order, which at our first visit 
was quite deficient, appeared much improved at the close. 
The Winter Term was commenced by Mr. John Felch, of 
Weare, N. H. He was unable to give satisfaction, and, af- 
ter a trial of five weeks, he voluntarily left the school. An- 
other teacher was then procured, under whose care the 
school prospered; but, of course, that improvement was 
not made, that would have been, had not a change of 
teachers been necessary. 


_— 


DISTRICT NO 8. 


Miss Sarah Barnes, of this town, instructed the school 
during the Summer Term. This was her first school, ana 
what is seldom the case with young teachers, appeared to 
be deeply impressed with the responsibility of her station— 
the result of which was the school was profitable. 

The school was taughtin the Winter, by Miss Lydia J. 
Wilson, whose experience and abilities are sufficient to al- 
ways ensure success. There was a manifest improvement 
in all the studies, particularly in Arithmetic and Reading. 
Scholars who scarcely knew their letters at the commence- 
ment, could read quite fluently at the close. 


DISTRICT NO 9. 


Summer Term. Augusta 8. Shephard, of this town. in- 
structress, 

This was her first attempt at teaching ;- and the progress 
was good in the various branches attended to. In addition 
to the studies usually pursued, Map-Drawing and Composi- 
tion was introduced and attendea to with good effects. The 
order was good—during these. visits not a transgression was 
noticed. 

The Winter Term was taught by Mr John Osborne, of 
Weare, N. H. He wasa young gentleman of pretty good 
acquirements as a scholar, but wholly inexperienced as a 
teacher ; and scarcely had the school commenced, before a 
spirit of disorganization was manifested by some of the 
large scholars. Upon the application of the Prudential 
Commiitee and others of the District, four of the scholars 
were expelled, and order restored in the school. Of those 
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thus expelled, one was restored after making suitable dmends 
for his bad behavior. We cannot speak of the improve- 
ment in the school, being unable to visit it at the close. 


DISTRICT NO 10. i 


The school in this District, (there being only one term 
during the year) was instructed by Miss Mary E. Muzzy. 
This school, as will be seen elsewhere, is the smallest in 
town ; but the time to be devoted to each scholar was there- 
by increased, consequently the improvement was great.— 
Good order prevailed throughout. 


DISTRICT NO. 11. 


_., Miss Cynthia J. Dickey. of this town, teacher. She suc- 
“eeeded in keeping the school interested in-their studies ; and 
by her untiring efforts in their behalf, made the school 
prosperous and profitable. There was but one Term dur- 
ing the year. 

The schools in the two last districts are very small; and 
the school-house in the latter one must soon be repaired to 
render it comfortable for a school, even in-the Summer 
season. 


The interest in the study of Geography was greatly en- 
hanced during the Winter schools, in No 2 and 3, by the 
introduction of Uutline Maps. It is the opinion of your 
Committee, from the improvement made in this branch of 
study in those schools, that it would be a profitable inyest- 
ment for every district to purchase a set, for the use of their 
school. A complete set of Fowle’s Outline Maps may be 
purchased for five dollars, which sum might be raised at 
the annual meeting in the several districts, or if too late for 
that, it might be obtained in a few hours by private sub- 
scription. 


We congratulate the Prudential Committee on hay- 
ing generally secured the services of able and efficient 
teachers, The impracticability of procuring experienced 
teachers, in all the schools, during the summer terms, led to 
the employment of some whose age and experience barely 
qualified them for this station. We hope for the future 
prosperity of our schools, that the practice of employing 
persons to teach at such an early age, may be discarded. 
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A teacher, to be successful, should have a thorough 
knowledge of the duties of his station; a judgment and 
discrimination to know how to govern his school, and a char- 
acter sufficiently developed to be a model for his pupils; 
and yet how few there are at the age of fifteen or sixteen 
who possess these qualities! A teacher at such an age, 
will be more likely to be governed by his pupils, than the 
pupils by him. Mach can be done by the parents, at home, 
in creating a taste for learning in the minds of their chil- 
dren. They should not neglect to place in their hands 
good and useful books, calculated to awaken and interest 
them in their studies, and create a thirst for knowledge, 
Much of the time usually spent in amusement, or in read- 
ing works of fiction, might thus be profitably employed. 
We venture to suggest the propriety of a School Library, 
and would make the enquiry: Would not the scholars in 
our schools make better improvement, and acquire a better 
taste for study, if they could have access toa library of 
well selected and useful books? 

The advancement of our common schools is a subject in 
which all are deeply and equally interested ; and we should 
cherish them as the source of our national prosperity, and 
of the freedom which we now enjoy. We are gratified to 
observe that a growing interest is manifested in this behalf.
